Hoosevclt received in 1932 indicates 
that he has gained favor in 25 states 
while he loses popularity in 23 other 
states, which are mainly in the south 
and middle-western agricultural dis- 
tricts. 


The second report of the special poll 


conducted among the lawyers of the 
nation gives a vote of 16,869 for the 
New Deal to 14,785 against it. Hoover, 
a majority vote of disapproval is not- 
ed in 24 states. 


The second report of 
tho special 


clergy poll shows that the ministers 
continue to vote in favor of the New 
Deal by 12,318 "Yes" ballots to 10,089 
"No" ballots, which is a slight de- 
crease in ratio for Roosevelt's acts 
and policies over the prior report. 


The first returns of a special poll 


among the educators of the nation 
give the President a majority vote in 
all 48 slates and a combined majority 
higher than in the main poll or any

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. —(/P) —Al- 


bert (Pat) 
Reilly, dimutivc former 


baseball club mascot, blinked his eyes 
in an apartment Wednesday to find 
his bed surrounded by federal De- 
partment of Justice agents. 


Reilly is wanted on charges of hav- 


ing harbored Dillinger in the Twin 
Cities more than two months ago. 


Without weapons, Reilly offered no 


resistance. He was taken to an un- 
disclosed destination and held incom- 
municado. 


U was Reilly who guided Dillinger 


and his first lieutenant, John Hamil- 
torf; to the-home of Di1. N. G. Mor- 
tensen, then St. Paul city health com- 
missioner, last spring. Wounds of the 
two felons were examined by Morten- 
sen and then they departed. It was 
believed the wounds were suffered 
cither during the Sioux Falls, S. D. or 
Mason City, la. bank robberies early 
this spring. 


It was Reilly, the government char- 


god, 
who leaid the plans for Dillin- 


ger's hideout at Mercer, where a Con- 
servation Corps worker and a federal 
investigator were killed when the gang 
was surprised by a raiding party. The 
thugs escaped. 


Reilly was subjected 
to vigorous 


questioning, which operatives hoped 
would gvie some clue to the where- 
abouts of Dillinger, who with three 
others of his gang were the only ones 
at large.

Roose- 
velt, Mrs. Roosevelt, Secretary Ickes, 
and Undersecretary Tugwell have en- 
thusiastically promoted the plan to 
make them content and relatively 
prosperous again. 


The government itself will revive

Prohibition, which went to the 
islands with the flag, had much to do 
with their impoverishments. 


Beauty Startled Columbus 


Poor but beautiful, those islands. 


There are about 50 of them—St. Thom- 
as, St. Croix, and St. John, uninhab- 
ited. When Columbus discovered them 
in 1493 he was' so startled by their 
beauty and numbers that he named 
them after St. Ursula and her 11,000 
virgins. 


Coral reefs, clear blue water, bold 


headlands, white beaches, turquoise 
bays and harbors hemmed in by hills 
are part of the picture. 


Uncle Sam, drumming up tourist 


trade for the islands, has leaflets des- 
cribing the Virgins as a marvelous va- 
cation land and is building a hand- 
some hotel at St. Thomas with PWA 
money. 


There are only about 22,000 islanders 


and all but about 2,000 of them are 
pure white. Of a working population 
of 8,000, about 5,000 have been on re- 
lief rolls or projects. With marriage 
licenses marrigc licenses and wed- 
ding ceremonies often an unattainable 
luxury, 65 per cent of the births aj-e 
illegitimate. 


St. Croix is the largest island. It 


contains about two-thirds of the pop- 
ulation, most of the sugar cane and 
other agriculture. Most of the land 
is now given to attle grazing. 


The sugar market slump and pro- 


hibition cut sugar acreage from 18,- 
000 to 5,000 and the ping boll worm 
long ago wiped out the flourishing 
cotton business. 


St. Thomas Important Port 


Most of the St. Thomas people live 


in the big port of St. Thomas, whore 
bay is dotted with green islands. 
The port became a crossroads for the 
mariners who opened the New World 
a point af transshipment, bunkering 
and provisioning and for decades thi 
wholesale center of the 
American 


slave indusrty. 


The coming of the big, oil burning 


ships, with their own refrigeration 
entry of wireless, development of other 
West Indian ports, and the sugar-run 
-cotton collapse took most of the ship- 
ping away.

earn from 30 to 90 cents a day when 
they can get woj-k and one-room huts 
arc the rule. 


The wealthier class is small and un- 


til subsistence homesteading arrived 
80 per cent of the land was owned 
by fewer than a score of people. 


Despite poverty and squalor, the 


islands are almost entirely tree of 
serious time. For months they haven't 
had a man in jail. No one remembers 
when tho last murder trail may have 
been. The three big islands get along 
with but 13 policemen. 


Empty jails arc in part due to Gov- 


ernor Pearson's policy of law en- 
forcement by education, involving len- 
iency for minor offenders and plenty 
of probation. 


Pearson's idea is to make the island- 


er's one big happy family. Wealthy 
landowners dislike him because he 
is opposed to special privilege. 


Helped with U. S. Money 


The annual contribution by Congrcs 


to meet the island's deficit has been 
about 350,000 lately. 


The first homesteading propect be- 


gan under Hoover in 1931, when $100,- 
000 was appropriated for land pur- 
chases, including the site fop a tour- 
ist hotel at St. Thomas. Recently the 
Subsistence Homesteads Division ad- 
ded J46.000 for housing, to follow the 
land program. 


Within the last year about ?500,00 


in relief funds and 51,300,000 in PWA 
money has been allocated. Virgin Is- 
landers will also be among the bene- 
ficiaries of the AAA sugar control 
program.

Homesteading has boon so success- 


ful to date that more land will be ac- 
quired and subdivided. Homesteaders 
are reaping their fij-st crops this year. 


But is was necessary to capitalize 


industry if a large permanent relief 
program were to be avoided. 


The answer to that is the Virgin 


Islands Co., incorporated with $1,- 
000,000 of PWA money to buy up the 
island's largest sugar plant—long ab- 
andoned—acquire the necessary cane 
land, produce sugar and rum, nnd op- 
erate the new hotel at St. Thomas for 
tourists. 


Farmers Get Aid 


About 4,000 acres of cane land will 


be bought and dwivided among hun- 
dreds of farmers on the subsistence 
homesteading sasis, the company to 
buy the crops. 


Farmers and factory workers will 


be given a liberal return and profits 
will be used for more homesteading, 
housing and other phases of the soc- 
ial-economic program. 


The famous St. Croix rum will bo 


marketed again. Meanwhile, tho St. 
Croix colonial council has forbidden 
shipment of any green, cheap rum to 
the United States. 


Other features of tho island's prog- 


ram include slum clearance, old-age 
pensions, and unemployment insur- 
ance, revival of cotton growing, im- 
provement of the bay rum industry, 
crop diversification, educational ex- 
tension, and fostering of haandicraft 
industries.

1 bay leaf, 1 tablespoon sugar, Vs tea- 
spoon pepper, 2 cups boiling water, 2 
bouillon cubes (chicken or other, or 
any strained moat broth at hand), 2 
tablespoons granulated gelatine, '/i cup 
cold water. 


Put tomatoes, onion, bay leaf and 


sugar in sauce pan and cook twenty 
minutes. Strain and udd broth. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper and add gel- 
atine which has bi'en softened in cold 
water for five minutes. Stir until gel- 
atine is thoroughly dissolved and pour 
into a square shallow pan which has 
been diped in cold water. Let stand 
en ice for several hours or over night 
to chill and become firm. When ready 
to serve cut in small cubes or bread 
into pieces with a fork. Pile in chill- 
ed bouillon cups and

with 


paper-thin slices of lemon dipped in 
minced parsley. If you like whipped 
cram the bouillon may be garnished 
witli slightly salted whipped cream 
sprinkled with minced parsley.

Rehoboam listened to the young amlj 


immature. He invited revolt and hat-| 
red by the ruthlcssness with which he] 
announced his policies. Events soon 
brought their consequences. 


Jeroboam, who apaprently for many 


years had had his eye on the kind- 
dom, led a revolt in which 10 of the 
12 tribes broke away from Rehoboam 
and established the northern kingdom, 
henceforth to be known as the king- 
dom of Isreal, in comparison with the 
southern kingdom of Judah. 


It was the custom of Scripture writ- 


ers to see in all these things the hand 
of God. Perhap today we would not 
be quite so sure that the providence of 
God is in the matter when one rogue 
supplants another on the throne. 


Whatever may have been the chaar- 


acter of Jeroboam, when he succeeded 
in the revolt and became king in the 
northern kingdom, he did not prove 
much better than 
Rehoboam. 
The 


northern kingdom was started out, 
under his auspices, in evil things that 
ultimately brought disaster to the peo- 
ple. 


Here in our lesson we see Ahijah 


the prophet, giving Jeroboam 
fair 


warning. The prophets certainly did 
not fear to speak out. One can not 
help but admire their superb cour- 
age when, with no forces to protect 
them, they spoke out what they be- 
lieved to be the truth of God to the 
very men who had power over them 
of life or death. 


It is refreshing and strengthening 


to live in the atmosphereof such men, 
and with this first lesson we are 
launching into fellowship with these 
mighty men who spoke for God in 
days of difficulty, when to speak out 
meant to peril their very existence.

Abide By Health Rules When 


Going Swimming 


Before you go swimming, in a pool 


or at a bathing beach, this summer, 
especially where many others use the 
same facilities, you should see that 
proper sanitation exists. This is a vi- 
tal factor in maintaining your health 
and the health of your children. 


To keep public pools clean and free 


from infection, certain rules usually 
ar enforced, and it is important that 
those who use these pools abide by 
the rules. 


Swimming is one of the most en 


joyable and healthful sports. Under 
proper conditions, it is stimulating anc 
agreeable. However, under impropei 
conditions it may develop into a rea' 
menace. 


Many swimmers doubt the safety o 


added chlorine or copper sulphate 
which are necessary for destroying 
germs or molds of various kinds. Oc- 
casionally if the chemicals have not 
been properly mixed with the water, 
an excess may slightly irritate the 
eyes and nose. 
. 
However, this seldom is sufficiently 


i irritating to produce permanent trou- 


ble of any kind. 


I 
Swimming is not a healthful exer- 


cise for sick people. It is strenuous 
so that those who suffer from heart, 
disease or disabilities of any organs 
should not undertake swimming with- 
out proper medical consultation. 


The diseases most commonly spread 


through swimming pools are those af- 
fecting the skin and the nose and 
throat. 
. 
To avoid skin diseases, the body 


should be washed thoroughly in a 
shower bath with soap before the 
swimmer enters the water. The bath- 
ing suit should not be on at the time. 
To walk through a shower with a 
bathing suit on is no help to the elim- 


' ination of skin diseases. 
I 
The bathing suit should be thor- 


oughly washed and 
sterilized 
after 


! each time that it is used. Boiling and 
1 hanging the suit in the sunlight to 


dry will accomplish the purpose. 


The person with a severe cold 


spreads his infection more no doubt 
by contact with other people in the 
water than through the water that is 
u^ed 
Regardless of the method, how- 


ever any person with a cough or a 
cold should stay out of the public 
swimming pools. He should also stay 
away from crowds generally 


Standing around in a wet. bathing 


suit interferes with the temperature 
of the body and encourages infection. 
Diving spreads infection by passing 
contaminated material through the 
nose and throat and into the ears.
